Ehrlichman gets 
up to five yea rs' 
prison sentence 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - John D. 
Ehrlichman, 
formerly 
President 
Nixon s No 2 aide, was sentenced to 
20 months to five years in prison 
today for conspiracy and perjury in 
the Ellsberg break*in case 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 
Gesell said the sentence could have 
been heavier but after reviewing the 
“ affirm a tive 
aspects’ ’ 
of 
Ehrlichman’s life, he decided not to 
impose a fine or a stiffer sentence. 
He could have received 20 years in 
prison and a fine of $30,000 
Ehrlichman, 
who has already 
appealed the conviction on a number 
of legal grounds including the claim 
that gestures and facial expressions 
by Gesell 
prejudiced 
the jury, 
continued 
to 
proclaim 
he 
was 
innocent 
“ I believe I ’m the only one who 
really knows whether I am guilty 
and, your honor, I am innocent of 
each and every count,” Ehrlichman 
said to the judge in a just before 
sentencing voice so low it was 
almost inaudible in the courtroom. 
Gesell 
sentenced 
G. 
Gordon 
Liddy, 
a 
mastermind 
of 
the 
Watergate break-in, to one to three 
years for the Ellsberg break-in to 
run concurrently with his Watergate 
sentences. 
Bernard L. Barker and Eugenio 
Martinez, 
two 
other 
original 
Watergate defendants, were put on 
probation for three years on grounds 
they had been punished enough tor 
other crimes. They exchanged a 
bear hug in the courtroom and 
Martinez said, “ I really had faith in 
the judge all along.” 
The four were found guilty July 12 
of conspiring to violate the rights of 
Dr. 
Lewis J. 
Fielding, 
Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist, over Labor 
Day weekend, 1971. Ehrlichman was 
also charged with two counts of 
perjury. 


Ehrlichman, once called by the 
President one of the finest public 
servants he had ever known, was the 
33rd former Nixon aide or campaign 
official 
to 
plead 
guilty 
or 
be 
convicted of a Watergate-related 
offense Liddy, Barker and Martinez 


had all been convicted for other 
crimes earlier 
You are a lawyer,” Gesell told 
Ehrlichman 
“You held the position 
of 
highest 
public 
trust... 
The 
Constitution was ignored, the rights 
of 
citizens 
were 
abused 
and 
falsehoods and concealments were 
employed.” 


After the sentence. Ehrlichman 
returned to the defendant’s table, 
sat down and clutched a paper cup of 
water. None of his family, who 
attended most of the trial, was 
present 


Outside 
the 
courthouse, 
Ehr- 
lichman stated his belief he will 
eventually 
be 
cleared 
and 
complained that Gesell had not 
allowed him to present his best 
defense 


Gesell gave Ehrlichman identical 
20-month to five year sentences on 
each of three counts on which he had 
been found guilty, but said the 
sentences would run concurrently 


Gesell said Martinez and Barker 
had contributed "to illegal activity 
that was typical of the regime you so 
strenuously opposed in Cuba ” He 
added that when "zealots take over” 
the result is that "the rule of law is 
ignored.” 


Outside 
the 
courthouse, 
Ehr­ 
lichman said, " I am confident that 
as this process in our legal system 
unfolds, justice will be done and I 
will be exonerated ” 
He said "it has been my consistent 
testimony 
... 
that 
I had 
no 
knowledge whatever that illegal or 
improper action was contemplated” 
by the 
plumbers unit in their 
assigned 
effort to plug what the 
White House said were national 
security leaks.

other proposed grounds —secretly 
bombing Cambodia and underpaying 
his taxes by $432,787 
House debate is expected to start 
about Aug 15. 
At the White House, presidential 
speech writer Patrick J. Buchanan 
said the President is considering 
asking for a vote in the House 
without debate in order to get a 
prompt trial in the Senate. 
Buchanan said that the reasoning 
behind such a move would be to “ get 
it over with quickly” in the House 
and, if impeached, to give him a 
chance to prove his innocence in the 
Senate. He said the proposal was 
“ under active consideration” and 
had not been ruled out. 
Hogan said he had taken a lot of 
abuse from fellow Republicans for

the Chevrolet Nova. The FTC said 
some Novas got better gas mileage 
than some Chrysler cars and the 
firm erred in making a sweeping 
comparison 


In the General Motors case, a 
particularly sweeping agreement 
prohibits the country’s biggest auto 
producer from making deceptive 
fuel economy claims for any of its 
cars and from talking down its 
competitors in terms of their fuel 
economy 
through 
false 
or 
misleading comparisons.

minister. 
He 
leaves the service after 31 
years of active and reserve 
duty, including tours of duty 
in World War II, the Korean 
Conflict and the Vietnam 
Conflict. 
His 
military 
decorations 
include 
the 
Silver 
Star 
medal, 
The 
Legion of Merit with Oak 
Leaf cluster, the Bronze 
Star medal with Oak Leaf 
cluster and “ V” device, the 
Meritorious Service medal 
with Oak Leaf Cluster, and 
th e 
A ir 
F o r c e 
Commendation medal with 
Oak Leaf cluster and the 
Order of the Purple Heart. 
Chaplain Kullowatz first 
entered the military as a 
chaplain in the U.S. Army in 
1943. During World War II, 
he earned his Silver Star by 
assi sti ng 
an 
escap ed 
American prisoner of war in 
the release of 238 other 
captured Americans behind 
German lines. He won the 
Bronze Star for assisting in 
the 
evacuation 
of 
his 
wo u n d e d 
r e g i m e n t a l 
c o m m a n d e r 
f r o m 
an 
a d v a n c e 
a r t i l l e r y 
observation point near the 
Siegfried Line. 
Says Chaplain Kullowatz 
of his WW II experience, 
“ I operated on a principle 
which didn’t go exactly by 
the book in term s of where a 
chaplain ought to be in a 
combat situation. 
“The rule book said that

chaplain assigned to combat 
troops should not be farther 
forward than an advance aid 
station.

troops were doing, then, 
when he talks about the 
strength of God and that

really know!” 
“They knew that I could 
speak 
with 
authori ty 
because I had been where 
they had been These people 
would literally hazard life 
and limb to worship God 
with me because I had said 
something to them by virtue 
of a common sharing of an 
experience. 
“That's the only reason 
that I have a Silver Star and 
a Bronze Star ... because of 
my

of

principle of miinstry that 
one had to be part of the 
milieu with which those he 
was there trying to serve 
were being faced.” 
Ch a p l a i n 
Kul l owat z 
returned 
to 
civilian

after the war and served in 
several civilian churches. 
He reentered the service at 
the outbreak of the Korean 
Conflict and has remained 
with the Air Force since 
that time When asked about

ministries, he comm ented: 
“ I don’t think the basic 
e n c o u n t e r 
a n d 
i t s 
requirem ents

Chaplain Kullowatz then

“ Ther e 
are 
cert ai n 
aspects of the ministry that 
have meaning to the people

minister out there in the 
civilian community. 


“The pressure that the 
pastor is under may be one 
of being involved in the 
issues that his community 
has to face. He has to take 
that risk and get involved 
very deeply in the total 
e x p e r i e n c e 
of 
t he 
community he’s there to 
serve. 


“ In many respects. I think 
the ministry requires being 
willing to take risks in order 
to be really effective. One 
m u s t 
l e a r n 
... 
to 
compromise the theoretical 
truth ... only to the extent of 
fellowship. 


“The minister has got to 
go to the world and at the 
same time maintain his own 
personal 
integrity 
and 
Christian conviction.” 


Despite his many honors, 
Chaplain Kullowatz remains 
reluctant to speak in detail 
of his combat experiences 
and valor. He passes over 
the medals of World War II 
and singles out his selection 
as the first manager of Air 
Force Chaplain personnel 
and programs in the South 
East Asia Conflict as his 
most 
gratifying 
military 
tour. 


“ I believe,” said Chaplain 
Kullowatz, “ that the real 
cornerstone of the ministry 
is one’s own life, reflecting 
the indwelling presence of 
Jesus 
Christ. 
Everything 
else should serve as an 
expression of that.”

The committee is nearly 
finished with the first draft 
of a wide-ranging tax bill 
All decisions so far are 
subject to change, but it 
seems likely now that the 
bill will lower the tax on 
individuals at least a small 
degree. 
Despite the tax cut, the 
overall bill so far would gain 
about $500 million for the 
Treasury, largely because 
the committee decided to 
include in it a previously 
approved bill to increase oil 
company taxes 
The $16 billion income 
tax cut is brought about by 
tirst abolishing or limiting 
several popular deductions, 
then more than making up 
this loss to the taxpayer by 
creating a 
new type of 
general 
deduction 
and 
increasing 
the 
standard 
deduction 
Some taxpayers actually 
will pay more tax under this 
formula, but most will pay 
less, especially at the lower 
income levels. 
The 
committee 
staff 
estimated 
that 
the 
very 
lowest income wage earner, 
with less than $3,000 per 
year 
of 
adjusted 
gross 
income, would get a 15.5 per 
cent cut Those with $3,000 
to $5,000 income would get 
an average 10 4 per cent cut 
For taxpayers in the vast 
middle ground of adjusted 
gross income, from $5.000 to 
$20.000, the cut would rartge 
from 2.1 per cent to 6.3 per 
cent, with the greater cuts 
coming at the lower levels. 
From $20,000 to $50,000, 
there would be almost no 
cut. and above $50,000, there 
actually would be a slight 
tax increase.

They said they have deter- 
mined 
the 
chemical 
structure— 
the 
proper 
sequence 
of 
am ino 
acids—making 
up 
the 
folliclestimulating hormone 
—FSH It was the last of the 
seven hormones produced 
by the pituary gland to be 
analyzed 
The 
first, 
the 
human 
growth 
hormone, 
was unravelled in 1966 by 
Dr. 
C H 
Li 
of 
San 
Francisco. 


Parlow and Shome said 
FSH is a very complicated 
substance, consisting of two 
units, one of which has 89 
amino acids and the*other 
115, which must be linked in 
the proper order. 


In 
men, 
F S H 
is 
responsible 
for 
sperm 
production, while another 
hormone, LH, is responsible 


for production of other sex 
hormones which maintain 
male characteristics such 
as a beard, deep voice, 
physique and sex drive. 
The two researchers said 
that with knowledge of the 
composition of FSH, they 
should be able to create a 
vaccine against it, perhaps 
by use of FSH from sheep. A 
human 
m ale’s 
body, 
recognizing the sheep FSH 
as 
a 
foreign 
substance, 
might create antibodies that 
would attack it —and stop 
production of sperm, without 
affecting 
other 
sexual 
hormones 
or functioning, 
they said. 
FSH 
obtained 
from 
natural sources is one of the 
key 
ingredients 
in 
the 
fertility 
pills 
given 
to 
women 
with 
trouble 
conceiving 
children. 
The 


pills have been responsible 
for a number of multiple 
births to women who took 
them 
Although 
theoretically, 
the new knowledge of the 
hormone s structure should 
also 
be 
useful 
in 
synthesizing a fertility drug 
for women, Parlow said that 
would be difficult, because 
the structure of FSH is so 
complicated 


Howard Hughes may be reindicted 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) 
— A U.S. 
attorney and 
federal grand jury brought 
stock manipulation charges 
against Howard Hughes just 
seven 
hours 
before 
the 
statute of limitations ran 
out Tuesday, despite orders 
from Washington to leave 
the billionaire recluse out of 
it 
It was a clear victory for 
Devoe 
Heaton, 
U.S. 
attorney for Nevada, who 
only the day before was 
removed from the case by 
his superiors in the Justice 
Department. 
The grand jurors, in a 
rare 
move, 
stood 
with 
Heaton 
against 
the 
instructions, 
and 
refused 
—as Heaton had done —to 
indict anyone unless they 
could indict Hughes too. 
It was not known whether 
Hughes, who has not been 
seen in public in decades, 
could be forced to emerge 
from his current hideaway 
in the Bahamas to respond 
personally to the charges. 
Hughes and three others 
were indicted on charges of 
stock 
m a n ip u la t io n , 
conspiracy, wire fraud and 
aiding 
and 
abetting 
the 
fraud in Hughes' purchase 
in 1969 of what is now 
Hughes Airwest airline. 
They 
were 
accused of 
forming a conspiracy that 
pressured 
the 
airline's 
board 
of 
directors 
into 
selling out to Hughes by 
dumping 
large 
blocs 
of 
stock, 
forcing 
down 
its 
value. 
They were first indicted 
for 
the 
same 
alleged 
conspiracy last year, but the 
charges 
were 
dismissed 
Jan. 30 by a federal judge 
who called the indictment 
‘‘the 
worst 
crim inal 
pleading 
I 
have 
ever 
encountered." 
Under the law, the Justice 
Department had six months 
to get another indictment or 
drop 
the 
matter. 
The 
deadline 
was 
midnight 
Tuesday. 


On Monday, Heaton told 
reporters he had been taken 
off the case by Assistant 
U.S. 
Attorney 
General 
Lawrence Silberman, and it 


had been turned over to his 
deputy. Dean Vernon. 
Federal sources said high 
J u s t i c e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
officials in Washington had 
ordered 
Heaton 
to 
seek 
indictments of the three 
others in the case, but not 
Hughes. 
The grand jurors reported 
to U.S. District Judge Roger 
Foley Monday that they had 
no indictments. 
The jurors were believed 
to be aware of Heaton’s 
quarrel 
with Washington, 
reported 
by 
newspapers 
here. 
Late Tuesday afternoon, 
Heaton resumed charge of 
the case, and the grand 
ju r o r s 
rushed 
to 
reassemble, 
applauding 
when the 17th juror, needed 
for a quorum, appeared at 
the courtroom door. 
Heaton entered the room 
for 15 minutes, emerged, 
and 
the 
grand 
jurors 
brought in the indictment 
five minutes later.

were his New York lawyer.

sources said at least four 
commandos were killed and

wounded The reports said 
20 Phalangist 
militiamen 
were wounded.

P a l e s t i n i a n 
gunman 
wounded Ibrahim Gedeon, 
leader of the Phalangist

Dikwaneh. 


Burns tells 
of over 
optimism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
That light at the end of the 
inflation tunnel may be just 
a burned-out bulb. 
Herbert Stein, chairman 
of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, conceded Tuesday 
that 
he had 
been 
too 
optim istic 
when 
he 
predicted earlier that the 
cost of living would be rising 
at only a 7 per cent rate by 
the 
end of 
this 
year, 
compared to the 11 per cent 
pace of the past 12 months. 
Stein 
offered 
his 
confession to the House- 
Senate 
Joint 
Economic 
Committee but declined to 
set a new target figure. 
“ It must be admitted that 
prices outside the food and 
fuel areas spurted more 
than many, including us, 
expected,” he said. 
“ And our estimate of the 
inflation rate at the end of 
1974 is higher than it once 
was, although we continue 
to believe that it will be 
significantly lower than in 
the first half of the year.” 
Chairman Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board 
told 
the 
House 
Banking 
Committee that his central 
bank 
would continue 
its 
tight money policy “ long 
enough to let the fires of 
inflation burn themselves 
out.” 
If the housing industry 
continues to suffer under 
the burden of high interest 
rates caused in part by the 
Fed’s 
restrictive 
credit 
p olicy , 
then 
Burns 
suggested 
emergency 
government aid. 
Burns’ 
testimony 
was 
little 
comfort 
to 
Vice 
President Gerald Ford, who 
said 
in 
an 
interview 
published in Dun’s Review 
that he was “ worried about 
interest rates” and hoped 
the Fed “ will not be too 
tough, too long.” 
Burns indicated that Ford 
will just have to be patient. 
“ A 
return 
to 
price 
stability 
will 
require 
a 
national 
commitment 
to 
fight inflation this year and 
in the years to come,” 
Bums said.

—to enforce a truce in the 
region. 
Authorities cordoned off 
the Dikwaneh area during 
the fighting and police in 
armored cars patroled the 
region. The Lebanese army 
stayed out of the conflict. 
Interior

Takieddin held lengthy talks 
with security chiefs during 
the clashes, but insisted, 
“ Everything is fine in the 
country and the situation is 
normal.”

Takieddin said 


Consumer 
bill may 
get vote 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., predicts the Senate 
will 
¿entually 
cut 
off 
debate and come to a vote 
on the Consumer Protection 
Agency bill rather than let it 
be 
“ strangled” 
by 
a 
filibuster. 


Ribicoff’s first attempt to 
do that fell short Tuesday by 
10 votes, and he did not 
predict how many tries it 
would 
take 
before 
supporters 
can 
get 
the 
measure voted on or have to 
give up trying. 


“ I am disappointed that 
we didn’t go over the top on 
the first vote of cloture. It’s 
the first vote we’ve lost 
since 
the consumer 
bill 
came to the floor, and I ’m 
confident that we will have 
enough support on a future 
cloture 
vote to kill the 
filibuster,” he said in an 
interview. 
“ I also believe that at 
least 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
Senate want to see the 
Consumer Protection bill 
come to a vote, rather than 
being 
stra n g le d 
by 
filibuster.

Reinecke entitled 
to state pension 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 50, 
will be entitled to a $16.112-a-year lifetime state 
pension in 10 years although he has been convicted of a 
felony and may be removed from office. 
Reinecke s pension is computed at 5 per cent of his 
annual $35.000 salary for each year he served in office 
plus a 67 4 per cent cost-of-living increase. 
Officials of the Legislator’s Retirement Fund, 
which also covers elected constitutional officers, said 
earlier published reports stating that Reinecke would 
be eligible for $9,625 annally after age 60 were incor­ 
rect because they did not include the cost-of-livmg 
increase. 
Reinecke was convicted of one count of perjury last 
Saturday by a Washington, D C., jury for lying to a 
Senate committee about an ITT offer to underwrite 
the Republican National Convention, then to be held in 
San Diego. 
, 
William Payne, executive officer of the Legislator's 
Retirement Fund, said the only grounds for denying a 
pension are when a recipient is a fugitive from 
justice. 
“ It doesn’t affect Mr. Reinecke,’’ Payne said. “ As 
long as he is not a fugitive from justice he is not 
excluded." 
Reinecke, appointed lieutenant governor in 1969 
when Robert Finch resigned to join the Nixon 
Administration, currently has 512 years service. His 
pension is computed by taking 27.5 per cent of his 
salary and then computing 67 4 per cent of that figure 
resulting in $16,112. 
Reinecke would be eligible for additional pension 
increases if his successors are granted salary 
increases. His pension, assuming he takes it, will 
begin when he turns 60.

LOS ANGELES, Calif. - 
(NEA) — There is a blunt 
hardness in the psyche of 
Mike Marshall which ex­ 
plains why it doesn't perturb 
him to come into a baseball 
game in emergency situa­ 
tions night after night, under 
constant pressure and with 
resolute confidence, throw 
the ball past batters. 
He is the top relief pitcher 
in baseball. 
During one stretch in June, 
he was used in 11 straight 
games for an all-time major 
league record. Right after he 
set down the San Francisco 
Giants in the last two innings 
to protect a 5-3 victory, he 
shrugged, “The score doesn't 
make any difference to me 
when I work.’’ 
That's the nub of his mental 
attitude. 
He can come in when the 
Los Angeles Dodgers have a 
relatively safe lead at the top 
of an inning, or he can be 
summoned from the bullpen 
when it’s the bottom of the 
ninth, bases loaded and none 
out, holding a tenuous one- 
run margin, and he still feels 
the same about his job. 
“ You have to throw the 
same quality pitches,’’ he 
says, “ no matter what the 
situation.” 
Mike really isn't one of 
those glib, diffident types. 
He’s a thoughtful student on 
the verge of getting a Ph.D. in 
the School of Education at 
Michigan State University, 
and he has carefully plotted 
his pitching so that he can 
throw every day in tense con­ 
ditions because he feels that

this is his greatest value to 
the Dodgers. 
“ It’s a team game,” he says 
cryptically. That, he is re­ 
minded, sounds like a cliche 


coming from one who has 
been characterized as a free- 
th i n ki n g , f r ee - t a l k i n g 
iconoclast. 
“ It’s not a cliche.” he 
retorts, “ when you mean it.” 
And he recalls his conversion 
to relief pitching star under 
Manager Gene Mauch in 
Montreal 
“ Mauch said, ‘Show me a 
guy who’ll help me win 30 
games as a starter and I'll 
make him a starter.* Last 
year, as a relief pitcher. I 
helped him win 45.’ 
Marshall hasn't started a 
game since 1970 when he was 
with the Seattle club in its 
brief year as the Pilots of the 
American League. That was 
also the season he walked the 
streets in Cleveland after a 
game and a couple of guys 
jumped him and separated 
both of his shoulders in the 
scuffle. They never did get 
his money, though. 
“ I wish they had,” he says. 
“ I’d have given it to them 
without the fight if they 
asked me.” 
He says there is no direct 
relation between the injuries 
and his conversion to relief 
specialist. After a career 
which had sputtered in nine 
different cities in five years, 
and had even started with 
him playing shortstop in the 
minors, Marshall found his 
niche in Montreal. In 1971, he 
won 14 games as a reliever. 
He won the same number last 
year when he set a major 
league record of 92 pitching 
appearances in 179 innings, 
also a relief record. 
M arshall came to the 
Dodgers last December in a 


trade for centerfielder Willie 
Davis. He had been labeled a 
malcontent for criticism of 
his Montreal teammates in a 
wire service story. ” 1 never 
talked to the man who wrote 
it." he claims, “and 1 don't 
even know his name. I've 
denied it before, hut my 
denial has never been 
printed.” The Expos were al­ 
ready unhappy because he 
had snubbed an MVP award 
from the beer company 
which sponsors their games. 
With the Dodgers. Marshall 
is pitching at a rate that will 
eclipse his own major league 
marks That kind of work 
schedule is regarded as suici­ 
dal in the evanescent charac­ 
ter of pitching as a profes­ 
sion. But to erudite Mike, 
there is no danger. 
“ My arm feels good,” he 
says, “and I feel good, and as 
long as that’s the case I can 
pitch every day. I can’t re­ 
member the last time 1 
couldn't pitch when a man­ 
ager called on me." 
In his graduate studies at 
Michigan State, Mike has 
delved into kinesiology — 
“ the study of the principles of 
mechanics and anatomy in 
relation to human move­ 
ment" — as the basis for pro­ 
pelling a screwball, his best 
pitch, accurately and effec­ 
tively. 
He also happens to be, at 
the age of 30, a sturdy, bar­ 
rel-chested man with a 
strong arm and a secure 
mind — Qualities which are 
transferable to successful 
relief pitching.

HOLLY WOOD - (NEA) - 
At 71 most men are slowing 
down - or have quit the race 
entirely Not Bob Hope. 
Bob Hope turned 71 May 29, 
and, far from thinking about 
taking it easy, he's actually 
accelerating his career. He s 
going back to a schedule he 
abandoned two decades ago. 
"I'm doing something this 
year," Hope says, ‘‘that I 
haven't done for 20 years — 
I'm going out on the road and 
playing a week here, a week 
there.’ 
The big question, of course, 
is: What makes Bob run? 
Why, when he has more 
money than he needs, does he 
keep on with his insane 
schedule of endless perform­ 
ing? 
His answer is enigmatic, at 
best. 
‘‘It’s good therapy,” he 
says. 
therapy? For what? He 
just smiles and shrugs, leav­ 
ing the answer to the im­ 
agination. Perhaps he needs 
to work to satisfy some inner 
urge for glory. Perhaps 
Leslie Townsend Hope’s 
early years of poverty as a 
child in England and in 
Cleveland and later in the 
vaudeville circuit, compel 
him to amass still more 
money. Or, perhaps he is so 
attuned to working he simply 
cannot contemplate an exis­ 
tence without it. For exam­ 
ple, consider his schedule of 
benefits — he could play 
somewhere in the world ev­ 
ery day and is booked months 
in advance. He is working on 
seven specials for NBC for 
this coming TV season. There 
are two movies he’d like to 
make. He’s working on a book 
about his Christmas trips to 
entertain servicemen. And 
he’s a big wheeler-dealer in 
real estate, too. 
It’s a schedule that would 
throw weaker men for a loop 
but he seems to thrive on it. 
‘We’ll see if I thrive on it 
later on,” he says. Later on! 
He looks 20 years younger 
than his age and says he feels 
as good as ever. 
His home in Toluca Lake, a 
pleasant Los Angeles suburb, 
is famous for its unique one- 
hole golf course. Every day 
he goes out and plays. His 


country club, Lakeside, is 
only a few minutes away. 
Almost every afternoon, at 
about 5, he drives over and 
plays a round. 
He was thinking of taking 
up tennis, "but I had enough 
trouble hitting a ball that 
wasn’t moving without trying 
to hit one that was,” Bob 
quips. 
On the grounds of his home 
is an office building. In it a 
half-dozen people constantly 
work away at his correspon­ 
dence, his business affairs 
and fan mail. 
His family has grown up, 
married and moved away, 
with the exception of one 
daughter, Kelly, 27, who still 
lives at home. 
The family and business 
staff are in little evidence 
when you visit Hope. You are 
escorted through to a large 
room, sunny and cheerful, 
where a pretty girl named 
Yvonne serves lunch slowly 
but surely. 
The conversation ranges a 
broad area, at Bob’s whim. 
He always has been a good 
talker and he’ll talk about 
anything — as the mood 
strikes him. 
"Ted and I are still good 
friends,” he says. Tea, of 


course, is the former Vice 
President of the United 
States, Spiro T. Agnew. 
“Ted is doing all right,” he 
went on. "He's now working 
for foreign governments - 
Iran, for one — and helping 
them purchase goods in the 
U.S." 
Hope remains basically a 
Republican and pro-Nixon 
and savs things like "All this 
sort of thing (Watergate) has 
happened before. 
‘ I could write a book about 
what goes on in Washington," 
he says. ‘‘I've known six 
presidents* very well and I 
know what goes on in the 
White House. Governments 
are run by people doing 
favors for people and expect­ 
ing favors in return. 1 could 
write the whole story. It 
would be a revelation, but I 
never will.” 
Instead, he’s doing his book 
about his historic trips to en­ 
tertain GIs, which used to be 
a Christmas regular like San­ 
ta Claus. The tours are over 
now and he spent last 
Christmas at home for the 
first time since World War II. 
It was for him, a long and 
restless day. 
“ But then," he said, "I 
realized that it was good - 
none of our boys were fight­ 
ing anywhere in the world.” 
Maybe that’s why he’s 
going back to playing before 
live audiences so much. One 
day, later this summer, he’s 
booked for three a p ­ 
pearances in three different 
states — Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Oklahoma. He’ll fly a lot 
that day. 
He has two movie proper­ 
ties he’s excited about. The 
first, if it materializes, would 
have him playing the lead in 
a proposed film biography of 
the late Walter Winchell. The 
screenplay is being written 
by Bob Thomas, the Holly­ 
wood reporter who wrote a 
book about Winchell. 
And there’s another one, 
which he says he can’t talk 
about just now. 
“The political climate to­ 
day is great for me as a com­ 
edian,’ Hope says. “When I 
perform, I ao most of my ma­ 
terial about the way things 
are. They think of me as pro- 
Nixon so I can really let him 
have it. And I do.” 


Meat sales as high as inflation

PARIS - (NEA) - To 
foreign eyes, the French way 
of overcoming the ever-soar­ 
ing cost of living may appear 
odd. 
Not long ago, a survey by 
the newspaper "Le Monde ’ 
revealed that Frenchwomen 
are behaving true to form. 
However high prices may 
have risen, many women are 
continuing to buy expensive 
beef cuts. Obviously, food still 
comes first in the order of 
French priorities. 
This is not to say that infla­ 
tion is not affecting France. It 
is — painfully. Strikes 
against the high cost of living 
and demands for increases in 
basic minimum salaries and 
old-age pensions have oc­ 
curred. It is becoming more 
and more fashionable to dis­ 
cuss the cost of living at 
cocktail and dinner parties. 
Le Monde’s study surveyed 
i five women in lower income 
I housing units (known as HLM 
- initials of the French 
¡words for “ moderate rent 
housing”) and five more in 
luxury apartment houses in 
I Auteuil and Passy. 
Although all 10 considered 
I waste evil and economizing a 
virtue, few thought seriously 
about budgeting their in- 
|come. 
A canteen worker insisted 
Ion buying only expensive 
“whole foods,” while a work­ 
ing-class family, complain­ 
ing about having to skimp on 
[holidays, bought a new 
[trailer — for cash. 
Younger women were 
! more careless than the older. 
(One moaned about the money 
shortage but kept her electric 
hair roller set on for hours 
and never turned off her 
lights. 
Generally speaking how- 
lever, all 10 tried to save 


money on non-essentials. An 
engineer’s wife had given up 
the theater, books, records 
[and dining out.. An execu­ 
tive’s wife acquired only one 
¡spring outfit, plus one sum­ 
mer dress instead of her 
1 usual three or four. 
Most cut down on enter- 
[taining first, then clothes. 
Making clothes at home 
and other do-it-yourself oc­ 
cupations are becoming 
popular. In the HLM housing, 
[every woman had a knitting 
as well as a sewing machine. 
Wives of higher-salaried 
men are doing their own 
[thing, too. With them, crochet 
I is the rage. 
Clothes are very expensive 
[now. For a flannel skirt in 
any one of the department 
[stores, you must pay from $30 
[to $40 and $15 is the going 
¡price for a baby’s coat. 
Still, most people make lit­ 
tle effort to save on food. 


cause it is so quick,” even 
though she pays from $5 to $8 
a pound, depending upon the 
cuts. Others refuse to buy 
veal, not because it is almost 
as expensive as beef, but be­ 
cause they consider meat of 
hormone-treated cattle 
flavorless. 
Horsemeat, almost as dear 
as beef, is not popular. But a 
third of the women made a 
weekly or biweekly trip to the 
outdoor markets or discount 
butchers (two in the Paris 
area) where they can save at 
least 20 per cent. 


In France, there is no bulk- 
buying of meat as in the 
United States. This presup­ 
poses freezers, large 
refrigerators and modern 
kitchens. 
But Frenchwomen have 
been catching up to their 
American and British cousins 
on labor-saving machines. 
According to Le Monde’s 
findings, two out of three 
women considered the fol­ 
lowing “ musts”: an electric 
mixer and coffe grinder, a hi- 
fi, a TV, an evenine dress, a 
camera, wall-to-wall carpet­ 
ing, a hairdrier and a wash­ 
ing machine. Today, a dish­ 
washer is a best-selling item. 
Consider not indispensable 
were: baby talcum, toilet de­ 
odorants, expensive toys and 
veal liver. Air-conditioning 
was not even mentioned. 
The women also admitted 
they did not need out-of-sea- 
son vegetables or fruit, ex­ 
cessive central heating or 
color television. 
As for the whys and where­ 
fores of inflation, French 
housewives are as confused 
as other women all over the 
continent. 
They are inclined to blame 
the international situation 
and a handful foresee price 
and wage controls. In the 
meantime, 
none bother to 
join consumer groups, co-op­ 
eratives or take personal ac­ 
tion. 
The consumer movement is 
actually in its infancy in 
France and the survey ex- 
f 
lains the probable reason, 
he French like and expect 
an authoritative government 
to sort them out, even when 
they criticize the same gov­ 
ernment for incompetence.
